we have been through some pretty 
bitter internal dissensions. It has ne- 
ver been seriously proposed by any 
considerable number of responsible 
people that tthe essentials of free 
government bo sacrificed, even tem- 
porarily.

It's a 
cheap and easy way to try to throw 
discredit on the government at little 
risk, and we suspect that some of 
those who have been spreading the 
rumor know better.

This is available only to other gov- 


ernment offices, congressmen and of- 
ficials who request it specifically, but 
it is a news service of the govern- 
ment for the government. 


News Digest For Busy Officials 
On lop of (hat, OGR issues a daily 


bulletin which is a digest of the im- 
portant news as carried in 350 lead- 
ing daily papers. This digest now 
has a circulation of more than 30,- 
000 copies, again strictly confined to 
government agencies. 


Every item in the digest is index- 


ed. Officials supposed to be too busy 
to read the newspapers can glance 
at this condensation, see what in- 
terests them, and then ask OGR to 
send over the clippings, or copies of 
them. It takes a staff of 100 to do 
all this clipping and indexing and 
filing. Last year, 1,770.000 duplicate 
clippings were furnished. 


On top of these daily news services, 


OGR has several weekly summaries. 
The most popular is its Weekly Ab- 
stract, which does a Reader's Digest 
on articles about the government ap- 
pearing in 50 weekly and monthly 
magazines, boiling them down'for easy 
and quoick reading. Though it is 
strictly limited to government officials 
who request it, the circulation is 83,- 
000 and the departments which get 
5000 copies or more per week include 
Agriculture, congress 
(9000 
copies, 


though congress lias only 500 mem- 
bers), Executive Office of the Presi- 
dent, Federal Security Agency, Fed- 
eral Works Agency, Department of 
Labor, National Defense, and War De- 
partment. 


Then, there is another weekly boil- 


down of government news for the 
weekly newspapers. There are 20,000 
of these newspapers and most of them 
haven't much money to spend on 
news. At the request of the Na- 
tional Editorial Association of week- 
ly newspapers, therefore, a sum- 
mary of government news is made 
lor these papers and it's sent gratis 
to the country weeklies that ask 
for it.
